Ci to Ms. Stephens the items that purported to be the diaries of Heidi 
Allen. Mrs. Stephens advised me that she searched to see it she still had those items, 
marked as Court exhibit and was unable to locate them. I additionally checked all of our 
files in this matter to see if through some set of circumstances they were turned over to 
our office from Mrs. Stephens. They were not. Mrs. Stephens' records indicate that they 
should still be in her possession and she has conducted a search to locate same and is 
unable to locate them. 

I therefore report back to the Court that our office is not in possession of those 
items and that the trial record indicates they were last in the possession of the Court 
Clerk. It appears, however, that they are unable to be located by the Court Clerk.
